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THREE DAUGHTERS, 


| G Lear had three Daughters, 
Goneril, Regan, and Cordelia; being 
old and infirm, he came to a reſolution 
to marry them, and to divide his Kihg- 
dom in three equal dowries : But being 
deſirous, firſt of all, to know which "of 
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the three loved him beſt, he reſolved to 
aſk each of them the queſtion ſeparately. 
Goneril, the eldeſt, apprehending too 
well her Father's weakneſs, males 
anſwer, That fbe loved him above her oaun 
Soul: Therefore (quoth the old Man, 
overjoyed) to thee, and to the Huſband 
whom thou ſhalt chuſe, I give the third 
part of my Realm. 

Regan, the ſecond Daughter, being 
aſked the ſame Queſtion, and hoping to 
poſſeſs as large a Share of her Father's 
Bounty as her elder Siſter had obtained, 


anſwered, That fbe lowed him above all 


Creatures; and ſo received an equal 
Reward with her Siſter. 

The King then queſtioned Cordelia, 
his youngeſt Daughter, whom he had 
hitherto loved the moſt tenderly ; and 
who, although ſhe perceived how 'much 
her Siſters had gained by their Flattery, 


'would not thereby be induced to make 
any other than an honeſt and a virtuous 


anſwer, Father, ſays ſhe, I lowe you as a 
Child ought ta leve ber Parent: They wha 
pretend 
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pretend more than this, do but flatter you, 


The old Man, ſorry to hear this, wiſhed 
ſhe would recall her Words, and 2 
ſecond Time demanded, What love ſhe 
bore him? She repeated the ſame an- 
ſwer, which ſhe had made before. Hear 
then, quoth the King, (in a violent 
paſſion) what thy Ingratitude hath 
gained thee ; becauſe, thou has not re- 
verenced thy aged Father equal to thy 


| Siſters, thou ſhalt have no part of my 


Kingdom or Riches. 

Soon after this, the two eldeſt 
Daughters were married; Goneril to 
the Duke of Albany, and Kegan to the 
Duke of Cornwall, giving to them half 
his Kingdom in preſent, and promiling 
the reſt at his Death. 

In the mean time Fame was not 
ſparing to divulge the Wiſdom and 
other Graces of Cordelia, inſomuch that

her to Wife; and nothing altered at the 
toſs of ber Doars; receives her gladlyr 
s 2 | in 
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in ſuch manner as ſuited the dignity of 
a Princeſs, 

After this, King Lear, more and more 
drooping with Years, became an eaſy 
Prey to his eider Daughters and their 
Huſbands, who now, by daily Encroach- 
ments, had ſeized the whole Kingdom 
into their Hands ; obliging the old King 
to ſojourn with his eldeſt Daughter 
Goneril, attended only by threeſcore 
Knights. But they, in a ſhort time, 
being ſuppoſed too numerous and diſ- 
orderiy for continual Gueſts, are reduced 
to thirty; and even of theſe, Diſcord 
ſoon ariſing between the Servants of dif- 
ferent Maſters in one Family, fve only 
are ſuffered to attend him. 

The good old King, big with reſent- 
ment, and almoſt heart broken, now 
refolves to reſide in the palace of Regan, 
hoping that ſhe could not but have 
more pity an his grey Hairs: But 
with her he is even refuſed admittance, 
nnleſs he will be content with one only- 
ef.his Followers, 
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At lat, the remembrance of his Cor- 
delia, occurs to his mind; and now ac- 
knowledging how true her Words had 
been; though he entertained but little 
hope from one whom he had ſo much 
injured, yet he reſolved to try whether 
the wiery of a diſtracted old King, 
worn down with ſorrow and affliétion, 
migbt not ſo far ſoften her, as to give 
; him ſuccour under her more hoſpitable 
roof, and for this purpoſe he takes a 
| Journey into France.

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deſcribed, ſhe diſcreetly appoints one of 
her own truſty Seryants, firſt to convey 
him privately towards ſome good Sea- 
Town, there to array him, bathe him, 
cheriſh him, and furniſh him with ſuch 
Attendants and State, as beſeemed his 
Dignity z that then, as from his firſt 
landing he might ſend Word of his 
arrival to her huſband King Allxoortb. 
Which done, with all mature and neceaa 
ſary contrivance, Crdelia, with the 
King her Huſband, and all the Barony 
of his Realm, who then firſt had News 
of his paſſing the Sea, went out to meet 
him ; and after all honourable and joyful 
Entertainment, Allworth, as to his 
Wife's Father and Royal Gueſt, ſur. 
renders to him, during his abode there, 
the Power and Diſpoſal of his whole 
Dominion; permitting his Wife Cor- 
delia to go with an Army, and replace 
her Father upon his Throne: Wherein 
her Piety ſo proſpered, that ſhe yan- 
quiſhed her impious Siſters with thoſe 

Dukes, and Lear again obtained the

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Crown; which he continued to enjoy 
ſome years in Peace, When he died, 
Cordelia cauſed him to be buried with 
all Regal Solemnities in the Town of

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FLORIO axv FLORELLA, 


HERE was a Country Woman, who 
upon her intimacy with a Fairy 
deſired her to come and aſſiſt at the 
Birth of her Daughter ; when the Fairy 
(taking the Infant in her Arms) ſaid to 
the Mother, make your Choice; the 


Child if you have a mind ſhall be very. 


handſome, excel in Wit even more than 
Beauty, and be Queen of a mighty Em- 
Pre; but wit! thal wat or if you had 
rather 
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rather, ſhe ſhall be an ordinary, ugly 
country Creature, like yourſef, but 
contented with her Condition. The 
Mother immediately choſe Wit and 
Beaury for her Daughter, at the Hazard 

N of any Misfortunes. As the Child grew, : 
new Beauties opened daily in her Face, 
till in a few Years ſhe ſurpaſſed all the 
rural Laſſes that the oldeſt People had 
ever ſeen; her turn of Wit was gen- 
tee}, polite, and inſinuating; ſhe was of 

a ready apprehenſion, and learned every 
thing ſo faſt, as ſoon 'to excel her 
Teachers. Every Holiday ſhe danced 
upon the Green with a ſuperior Grace 
to any of her Companions. Her Voice 
was ſweeter than any Shepherd's Pipe; 
and ſhe made the Songs which fhe uſed 
to ſing. For ſome Time ſhe was not 
apprized of her own Charms; till divert- 
ing herſelf with her Play-fellows on the 
green flowery Borders cf a Fountain, 
ſhe was ſurprized with the reflection of 
Ler Face. She obſerved how different her 
Features, and her Complexion ſeemed 
Ls from | 
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from the reſt of her Companions, and ad. 
mired herſelf greatly. The Country 
flocking from Day to Day to obtain a ſight 
of her, made her more ſenſible of her 
Beauty. Her Mother, who relied on the

tions ſhewed it to the King, pretending 
to have received a Letter from the Queen 
with ſuch Marks of Affection as were 
due only to his Majeſty, Florio blinded 
by Jealcuſy, and the malignant Infinua- 
tions of his Mother, immediately ordered 
Flrella to be impriſoned for Life, in a 
high Tower built upon a Rock which 
ſtood in the Sea. There ſhe wept Night 
and Day, not knowing for what ſup- 
poſed Crime ſhe was ſo ſeverely treated 
by the King, who had ſo paſſionately 
loved her.

Ac- 
cordingly the Executioner (ſent by the 
King's Order at the perſuaſion of 
r Eray) appeared, with a drawn Sabre in 
his Hand, ready to perform his Com- 
miſſion, when a Woman ſtept in, who 
ſaid ſhe came from the Queen-Mother, 
to ſpeak a Word or two in private with 
Florclla before ſhe was put to Death. 
The old Woman, imagining her to be one 
of the Ladies of the Court, ſuffered her 
to deliver her Meſſage : But 1t was the 
Fairy who bad foretold her Misfortunes 
at her Birth, and who had now aſſumed 
the likeneſs of one of Exxy's Atten- 
dants ; ſhe deſired the Company to retire

Rufus fell into a rage upon this Oc- 
eaſion, and taking his Son with him, 
goes directly to Afor, to acquaint him 
with the Fact, and to let him know 
how great an indignity he thought it, 
that his Boy ſhould be thus handled by 
a Herdſman's Son. Afor, willing to 
gratify him in this particular, ordered' 
the Herdſman and his Son to be ſent 
for. When they appeared, Afor looking 
pretty ſternly upon Cyrus, How dare 
you, ſaid he, being what you are, abuſe 
in the Manner you have done, the Son 
of a Perſon of ſuch Diſtinction, and ſo 
near to me?

While Cyrus was talking 
in this manner, Aſtor having fixed is 
Eyes upon him, thought he ſaw ſome- 
thing in his Countenance that promiſed 
more than ordinary; and that his 
Features had ſomething reſembling his 
own. This, together with the Boy's age, 
which agreed exactly, gave him a Suſpi- 
cion that this might be his own Grand-

« life of thy Grandſon, the noble Cyrus. 
%% What canſt thou do? I do not fear 
e thy Rage; take then my Life; nay 
let looſe thy frantic fury, and make 
% a Carnage among the Medes and Per- 
« fans; But yet remember, King! that 
e thou thyſelf muſt die, the avenging 
Gods will do thee juſtice, and in ſpite 
“ of all thy envy the virtues of Cyrus 
«& will make him great and happy.” — 
Theſe words were prophetic. —Aftor's 
paſſion was uncontrolable, he drew his 
Sabre, ſtruck at the Herdſman, but 
miſſing his blow, ſmote of the Head of 
the villain Tru/ſty, and being himſelf 
ſeized with a Fit at the ſame inſtant 
they 
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they both expired together. The Herdf. 
men immediately ſummoned all he 
Guards, releaſed Cyrus, and proclaimed 
Him Monarch ef all the Medes and

Naughty ſometimes, yet he minded what 
his Parents ſaid to him, he loved his 
Book and his School, and behaved fo 
mannerly and obliging, that he gained 
the Efteem of all his Acquaintance. 
Harry at laſt became ſo fond of idling 
and playing about the Streets, that his 
Parents could by no means prevail on 


him to mind his Learning, therefore it 


was agreed upon to put them both to 
ſome reputable Boarding School, where 
Harry behaved pretty well for ſome Time,

He left Tommy the chief 
Part of his Fortune, but though Lan 
did not deſerve a Shil fag, yet fo affcc- 
tionate was his Father that he left him 
five hundred Pounds, hoping ſtill, that 
through the Care cf his Brother and 
Uncle he might be convinced of his 
Errors: But Ha arr; being now of Age,

and while he is thus fooliſhly ſpending 
his Money, and ruining his Reputation, 
Tommy is improving both. his Fortune 
and Mind. The Time of his Appren- 
ticeſhip being now expired, his Maſter 
bad ſo great a regard, that be not only 
took him into Partnerſhip with him, but 
in a ſhort Time left him the whole 
Buſineſs. The great Proſperity which 
Tommy met with had not in the leaſt 
diminiſhed 30 Allection for his Brother, 
and finding Marty would not come near 
him, he reiolvel to find him out, and 
endeavour once more to reclaim him 
from his infamovs Covryſe of Life; after 
a long ſearch, Tommy found him at one 
of his old Houſes. At firſt ſight he did 
not know Harry, be looked ſo, ſottiſh, 
and ſhabby, nor did Harry immediately 
recolle& his Brother, becauſe his Drefs,, 
Carriage, and Deportment were ſuch as 
Harry and his Companions had long 
Derg Strangers to.

Harry 
however, with two others, made their 
Eſcape, and went over Sea in Triumph, 
and thought themſelves very ſecure; but 
even thither Divine Vengeance followed 
them, for a Storm aroſe and drove the 
Ship againſt a_ Rock on the Coaſt of 
Barbary, and being very dark many of 
the Crew, together with Harry's two un- 
happy Companians, periſhed. Harry

Morning he was preſeated with a ſhock- 
ing Scene, a raging Sea on one fide, 
and a wild deſolate Place on the other;

O, 
ſays he, that Thad been more 'obedient 
to my Parents, and more grateful to my 
Friends, that I could now make all 
wicked Youths ſenſible of my Sorrow, 
and their own Folly! How would I in- 
treat them to avoid all Manner of ill 
Company, to hearken to the Inſtruction 
of their Friends, and purſue the Paths 
of Virtue. He now heartily repented 
of the wicked and diſſolute Manner in 
which he had ſpent the former part of 
his Life, but it was now too late, for 
after roving about and bemoaning his 
unhappy Fate, till he was almoſt ſtarved 
to Death, he at laſt became a Prey 


to Wild Beaſts, which God ſuffere; 


to tear him to Pieces, as the juſt Re; 


ward of his Diſobedience and miſpzat 
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Tur HisToryY or Ma. ASHFIELD. 
M* Sylranus Aſhfield was born in the 
County of Dur/am; at the Age of 
twenty-one he became poſſeſſed of an 
ealy Fortune, and thought immediately 
of ſettiing in the World. He married a 
Lady of equal Rank and Fortune with 
himſelf, 'by whom he was bleſſed with 
three Children ; he was extremely fond \ 
of his little Offspring, and whenever 
they were aſſembled around his Knees, 
8 5 he 
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he thought himſelf happier - than 4 
King. He had a good Library, and 
when he was not with his Wife and 
Children, his time was ſpent in Study. 
Tho' he had a general taſte for all ſorts 
of Books, his inclination chiefly directed 
him to the Poets, and particularly thoſe 
of the dramatic kind. He had a ſtrong 
Paſſion for Shakeſpeare's Tragedies ; he 
read them over and over without 
ceaſing ; and ſometimes he thought how 
happy the People in London muſt be, 
who had opportunities of going to the 
Play-houſes, where theſe excellent 
Pieces were exhibited. This notion 
which occurred frequently to his Mind, 
grew up to a moſt violent deſire. le 
might indeed have taken a Journey to 
London, as no body could have hindered 
him; but whenever he conſidered the 
Matter ſeriouſly, reaſon oppoſed ſo ab- 
ſurd an Excurſion, and he was conſcious 
that all his friends would blame him for 
taking a Journey of upwards of 200 
Miles, mexely for the Pleaſure of ſeeing 

a Play. 
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a Play. He continued two whole Years 
in this diſtreſſed Condition ; and became 
melancholy and penſive. 

Juſt at this time, however, he received 
a Letter from Town, with an account, 
that an Aunt of his was dead there, 
who had appointed him her ſole Exe- 
cutor. It was therefore now become ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary that he ſhould come 
up to Londen, to ſettle her Aﬀairs. All 
his Friends were ſurprized at the joy 
which he expreſſed on hearing this 
News, as he always had been eſteemed a 
diſintereſted Perſon. He was really un- 
eaſy that they began, to think him 
covetous, but he could not bring him- 
ſelf to declare the true cauſe of his ſatis- 
faction. A French Author obſerves very 
judiciouſly, that we are more jealous of 
the Opinion others form of our Under- 
landing, than we are with reſpect to 
what they think of our Morals, and we 
chuſe rather to be thought immoral than 
ridiculous, or of a weak capacity: At leaſt 
he then ated upon this Principle. He 
© left 
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Jeft all the World at Liberty to think as 
they pleaſed, and his whole Care was in 
haſtening every Thing for his departure. 
He ſcarce allowed Mrs. A/field time to 
put up a few Shirts in a Cloak-bag; and 
tho” he had the tendereſt Love for his 
Family, the Tears they ſhed when he 
took Horſe were by him totally diſ- 
regarded; his Mind was wholly agitated 
by the Pleaſures he hoped to find in the 
Exhibition of a Play. When he alighted 
at the Inn, the firſt Queſtion he aſked 
was, At what o'Clock they opened the Play- 
houſe ? and he was anſwered, about Five. 
As the Time drew nearer his Impatience 
increaſed. When he came to the Play- 
houfe Door it was exactly Four o' Clock. 
- He was enraged at the Porter, and be- 
heved he delayed opening the Door for 
the Purpoſe. However, it was ſet open 
at laſt, and in he ruſhed. He ſurveyed 
with eagerneſs the Place he had ſo long 
end fo often wiſhed to ſee; and at laſt 
Feated himſelf. Mean, while the Com- 
. ee in, and * 1 to ſhare 
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with him in Impatience ; ſome by bawl- 


ing, others by thumping, their Sticks 
upon the Floor, and fome by whiſtling. 
At laſt the long wiſhed for Moment 
comes, tlie Curtain is drawn up, and, — 
What do you think? — A Man of an 
enormous ſize comes in and ſeats himfelf 
juſt before ovr Hero, and almoſt ob- 
ſtructed a ſight of the Stage. This in- 
convenience however he remedied by 
leaning on one Side, till his Back was 
almoſt broken. The Actors at laſt ap- 
peared, and for a Time he ſeemed to 
have loft his Faculties. | 
He only came to himſelf again at the 
cloſe of the firſt Act. He then began to 
con ſider the Pleaſure he had received by 
this Novelty ; it was really great, but 
far from anſwering his Expectations. 
This diſappeintment occafioned a diſ- 
guſt; however, he. was fill determined 
to examine the Play, and to remark its 
Leſects; fo that at laſt he found Fault 
with the Author, the Players, the Deco- 
rations, and even thought that every 
Br particular 
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particular fell ſhort of that Perfection 
to which they might have been carried 
to make the whole Complete. 

The Farce, which was a Pantomine, 
was ſtill more diſagreeable, being in 
itſelf extremely indecent and immoral. 
The Exhibition at laſt was at an End, 
and he returned to the Inn very penſive 
and diſcontent, While he was in this 
melancholy Mood, he made the follow- 
ing pertinent Reflections. 

My Caſe, ſaid he to himſelf, is very 
common. A young Lady at fourteen, 
or fifteen, hears of what I may call the 
grand Play or Comedy of the World ; 
ſhe longs to be ſeen at this Public Spec- 
tacle, and endeavours to haſten the long 
deſired Hour; at length ſhe appears at 
Aſſemblies. What forecaſt ! what care 
is had to be in a proper Place to ſee and 
be ſeen in a Manner the moſt likely to 
ſooth and flatter her Vanity! But when 
ſhe fancies ſhe has ſucceeded, and that 
ſhe is fixed to her Content, in comes a 
ner Perſon, that is a Lady of greater 

| a Beauty, 
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Beauty, a finer Shape, more Wit, and 
poſſeſſed of Talents which ſhe wants ; 
ſhe ſeizes and fixes every Eye in the 
Company, and Eclipſes the young Per- 
fon, that thought herſelf ſo happy, and 
who, in order to catch a fide Glance,» 
and ſome ſhare in the Admiration of the 
Spectators, is forced to be upon the 
Rack, and in the moſt uneaſy Poſture, 
where this dangerous Rival ſhines with 
ſuperior Endowments. Though the 
conſtraint is greatly troubleſome, ſhe 
keeps up her Heart, and bears her pre- 
ſent Situation with the proſpect of the 
Pleaſure ſhe hopes to find in this Meet- 
ing. How great is her Surprize, and 
how affecting her Concern to fee, that 
the Pleaſure does not anſwer her Expec- 
tation ; ſhe is fruſtrated, ſhe does not 
meet with half, no, not a quarter of the 
Satisfaction ſhe propoſed to herſelf; 
ſhe grieves, ſhe begins to loath the 
World, that requires ſo much, and 
returns ſo little; but this Diſguſt fails 
too often of bringing a Love of retreat, 
K and 
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and Ends! in being out of T emper with 
the Faults, of the Play, and the Per- 
formers ; that is, the incidents of Life; 
the Perfidiouſneſs of indifferent Perſons, 
and the Ingratitude of thoſe, who were 
thought Friends. One is deceived on all 
Sides, obliged to take a ſhare in the 
Trouble of this Perſon, and to ſuffer 


the unjuſt Proceedings of that other; 


this is not all. This Comedy, or uni- 
verſal Pantomine; which is not very 
entertaining, is very ſcandalous ; what 
is heard and what is ſeen diſpoſes gene- 
rally to Evil. Who has the holy Fear 
of the Lord dreads being ſullied with 
this Filth; he muſt be ever on his 


Guard, N reſiſting, and engaged in 


an endleſs, Struggle. Here the Eyes 
and the Ears muſt be conſtantly ſhut ; 
the Tongue muſt be almoſt under a per- 
petual Reſtraint What a Pity ! In fine, 
the Play draws to an End, Night, that 
is, old Age comes on. What remain, 


but very little Pleaſure, great Uneaſineſs,
